(i) Megathrips bonannii Uzel (Thysanoptera Tubulifera) : a species new to 
Britain. 


[ Abstract. ] 


While investigating a swelling on a sallow branch in August 1943 at Wood 
Walton Fen some partly developed Thrips nymphs were noticed beneath the 
bark. Three of these subsequently emerged and were identified as Megathrips 
bonannit Uzel by Mr. F. Laing, to whom I am indebted for the following 
information. 

Up to the present time two species of Megathrips have been represented 
in Britain, Megathrips lativentris Heeg., and M. nobilis Bagn., both with a very 
limited distribution. The former was taken in Delamere Forest in 1907 by 
Dr. A. Randall Jackson ; at Woolhampton, Berks, in flood refuse in 1916 by 
Mr. A. H. Hamm; and in Dorsetshire by Mr. C. Pickard-Cambridge. The 
only known locality for the latter is Wicken Fen, where it was first found by 


the late Dr. D. Sharp. 
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Megathrips bonannii Uzel, which was described in 1895 from a Bohemian 
macropterous male, is considered to be the largest known European Thrips, 
exceeding by a small fraction, on the average, the length of M. nobilis. 


(ii) Acrolepia assectella Zeller (Lep. PLUTELLIDAE) : a new pest of Leeks in 
England. 


[ Abstract. | 


In August 1943 leek plants containing larvae and pupae were sent by 
Mr. G. CO. Johnson, Horticultural Superintendent for East Sussex, from the 
Bexhill district to the S.E. Agricultural College, Wye. Moths began to emerge 
on August 10 and were sent by Mr. 8. G. Jary to the Pathological Laboratory 
but, owing to their small size and rather poor condition, their identity was 
not finally decided though the possibility of their being A. assectella Zeller was 
not overlooked. Fortunately Mr. Johnson was able to send further material 
from the Eastbourne district. Moths which emerged in October agreed well 
with descriptions of A. assectella Zeller and their identification was subsequently 
confirmed by Mr. H. Stringer. The larvae are very destructive to leeks, 
onions, and garlic on the Continent and sometimes occur in large numbers. 
It is presumed that the moths migrated to this country.

(i) A coloured drawing on vellum of three small moths (Sarrothripus reva- 
yana, Earophila badiata, Xanthorhoé fluctuata) by J. Beckwith, 1788, who 
became Assistant Secretary of the “Society of Entomologists of London for 
the Study of Insects,’ 1780-1782. Presented to Sir E. B. Poulton by Dr. F. 
Dawtrey Drewitt, 1936. 

(ii) The original coloured drawing of the flower-like Mantis Hymenopus 
bicornis Stoll. Presented by Alfred Russell Wallace to Sir E. B. Poulton. 

(ui) Two allied pairs of Uraniid moths and Lycaenid (Liptenine) mimics 
from two localities in Western Uganda. 

(iv) Hight unpublished letters from Charles Darwin to Roland Trimen, 
Jan. 1868-Nov. 1871, and one from Mrs. Darwin on his behalf. They deal 
with his interest in the ocelli of Lepidoptera, the proportions of the sexes in 
insects and other animals, female Lasiocampa attracting male, the attraction 
of light for moths, and a sense of humour in dogs. 


3. Dr. H. E. Hinton. 
Beetles and moths recently introduced into Britain on stored products. 
[ Abstract. ] 


Many species of beetles and a few moths were introduced into Britain 
during 1943 in various kinds of stored products. Some of these will un- 
doubtedly become established here. Among the more interesting species are : 
Somotrichus unifasciatus (Dejean) in a London flour mill and on crushed bones 
on a dock at Dundee; Anthrenus voraz Waterhouse damaging woollen clothes; 
Sitophagus hololeptoides Castelnau at Glasgow on West Indian cocoa; Thano- 
clerus buqueti Lefévre in tobacco and cocoa beans in many localities; Ptinus 
viliger Reitter in stored flour at Kirecubbin, Co. Down, and Glasgow; P. 
raptor Sturm in stored flour at Glasgow; P. latefasciatus Gorham in West 
Indian cocoa beans at Glasgow; Pyralis manihotalis Guenée on Indian bones 
skins, and hides at Dundee; and Aglossa ocellalis Lederer on West African 
palm kernels at Glasgow.
